Education! Situations Vacant, Sir,—A great deal has been said about the doings of the late Central Con 
Houses for Sale and to Let | ference of Reformed Rabbis in Montreal. It may possibly interest your reader 
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to know how Christians have regarded it, and I therefore beg to draw their 
attention to the following by a Christian correspondent of the Montreal 
Witness :— 

Sir,—We have always had a general idea of what “ Reformed Judaism " signified, but 
it has never been so distinctly brought to the general understanding of the public as has 
recently been done through the publication of the addresses delivered at the recent meet- 
ing in Montreal. From the general tenor of those addresses it would appear that modern 
Judaism has to a great extent thrown off the bonds which have kept the descendants of 
Abraham a separate people from the nations of the earth for several thousand years. 
They appear to believe that the time has arrived for them t assimilate with the nations 
among which they dwell. In order to arrive at this condition of thought it has been neces- 
sary to a large extent to give up the foundation of their belief. As one speaker remarked, 
their religion has besn styled rationalistic. ‘ihey surely can take no exception to this 


_ term, as it signifies a religion formed on reason; the reason, of course, in their case being 


such as has filtered through certain individual minds. 

What is the raison d'/tre of the Jewish race, as we see it to-day? They belong to a 
(od-chosen race. They have been preserved through centuries and millenniums of perge- 
cution, sufferings and wanderings, such as no other nation has ever been afflicted with. 
Surely their existence to-day, as a separate people—a people as distinct from other nations 
an the face of the earth as they have ever been through all their long wanderings —surely 
this is not due to any virtue,or goodness inherent in themselves. They were chosen by 
the Almighty for a certain purpose, and that purpose was to be everlasting. When the 
Almighty called Abraham forth to be the father of His chosen people He gave him an 
everlasting covenant, which He confirmed with Isaac and with Jacob. That everlasting 
covenant was absolutely unconditional, fortunately for the Hebrew race, or their existence 
would have been of very short duration. ‘“ And I will make of thee a great nation, and I 
will bless thee, and make thy name great, and thou shalt be a blessing; and [ will bless 


' them that bless thee, and curse him that curseth thee: and in thee shall all the families 


of the earth be blessed.” We Christians believe that the last paragraph refers to Jesus 
Christ, both his first and his second advent, ard thus we ac-ept it spiritually. 


Nevertheless, the temporal promises are as distinct as the spiritual: “ And the Lord 


said unto Abram, after that’ Lot was separated from him. Lift up now thine eyes and 
look from the place where thou art, northward, and southward, and eastward and west- 
ward, For all the land which thou seest, to thee will I give it, and to thy seed for ever” 
And this covenant was confirmed twice over with Isaac and with Jacob. 

What a wonderful sight at the close of the nineteenth century—when we are apparently 
bordering on the most momentous events for the house of Israel, to see a number of 
learned Kabbis assembled in Montreal, and unanimously declarethat the Almighty did not 
mean what he said; that there is no looking forward to a return to their own land; that 
there is no future for Isracl as a nationality; that there will be no Messiah; that the 
prophets did not have any particular signification where the whole theme of their 
prophesies refers to the idolatry, wickedness and general meanness of the Hebrew race, 
and yet that the Almighty chose them for a particular purpose, and that purpose included 
a grand future, a restoration to their own land and the advent of a Messiah, and our 
“reformed Jews ” would throw away this grand heritage for a petty system of morality 
mice they are trying to evoke from possibly some Talmudical lore with which I am not 

amiliar. 

Gentlemen, go home from Montreal and try to remember the rock from which you 
are hewn; remember your centuries of marvellous preservation and remember that what 
the Almighty has said he will perform in his own good time—not for ay virtue on your 
part, for you are little worthy of it—but because it is his own will and pleasure. — 

I would rather be the poorest Jew tramp pedler, with a belief in the grand promises 
that await their completion for the House of Israel, than the wisest rabbi who 
has cut himself aloof from all the foundations of that. belief which was given by God 
himself to his chosen people. OL.

“A JEWISH TRADES’ UNION,” 

Sir,—On the publication of a letter from Mr, Joseph Cowen in your issue 
of 24th of September, inviting membership for a society for the promotion of 
Zionism, I drew up, for his benefit, a sketch for a modification of the Basle pro- 

ramme. I have now submitted that idea to the consideration of Mr. Arnold 
hite, and I hope shortly to have an opportunity of discussing the plan with 


Dr, Max Nordau. May I ask you to consider the main lines of my plan, and, 


moreover, that you should criticise it in your columns, and open the way for 
improvements on those cr fresh lines of action? My idea is that as the plan of 
Dr. Herzl to forma Jewish nation is too gigantic for immediate realisation, 
someone should form not a Jewish nation, but a Jewish Trades’ Union—with- 
out the trade, if you will excuse the Hibernicism—and enrol all Jews who may 
be willing to answer to the roll-call as members of the Jewish Federal States 
under the suzerainty or as vassals of the nations where such Jews may now be 
nationalised or domiciled. 7 

These Jewish States, I suggest, should be called into existence by means of 
a plébiscite throughout the world, or wherever Jewish colonies exist. This idea 
seems to me to do away with the two stumbling blocks that threaten the realisa- 
tion of a Jewish Nation with territory in Palestine or elsewhere. 

There is a great deal to. be said for the prudence that hesitates to give up 
the certainty of the civil rights of a thriving country for the uncertainty of the 
same thing in a country that exists only in the minds of enthusiasts—with or 
without bad tempers, as the case may be. There is likewise a great deal to be 
said for the prudence that hesitates to do away at one stroke with the religious 
influence that may possibly have kept Jews from greater moral degeneration 
under the adverse circumstances that nineteen centuries of homelessness have 
inflicted on them. There is so much reason, indeed, in the indictments against 
Zionists, represented on one side by patriots and on the other by Rabbis, that 
it is almost a wonder that it did not occur to Zionists to steer clear of them. 

_I think, Sir, that my plan would remove the two reasonable causes of com- 
laint that have been made against the Herzl-Zionism by the opponents of the 
asle Congress. It does something more than conciliate the malcontents 

it would relieve Dr, Herzl from the moral obligation of attempting 
to carry out a plan which his pamphlet says at every turn depends entirely 
on the co-operation of honest and intelligent men; and as his ally in the move- 
ment, Dr, Nordau, is of opinion that we are all degenerated, in view of the 
late Nordau-White “duel,” it is easy to foresee, in fact, safe to prophesy that 


Dr. Herzl will, should he ever get beyond congresses, find rocks ahead that it 
is not within the human power to surmount. The great advantage that I claim

A meeting of the Council of Administration of the Jewish Colonisa 
tion Association (the first after some months) will be held next Sunday in Paris 
The Association will have to deal with the petition of Jewish families in 
Palestine to the Queen that they may be permitted to settle in Cyprus. This 
petition, as stated in last week's Jewish Chronicle, was referred to the Jewish 
Colonisation Association. The Jewish Question in Russia, in so far as granting 
material aid is concerned, will doubtless also come up for consideration.

In the Tauride the Governor has authorised Jews to stay at Sudak and other 
amall places in the district of Jalta during the vintage season, as the Jews 
largely contribute to the improvement of the work and to the increase of the 
sales. 

The yearly market at Czernigow has this year been unfavourable, owing, as 
the Kiewlanin believes, to the absence of the Jews, on account of their festivals. 
This means that the Jews have a large holding in the trade of the town. 

At Odessa a well-known Christian landowner, Colonel Lesly, has been summoned 
to the police court to answer a peculiar charge. The Jews throughout Russia are 
forbidden to worship elsewhere than in synagogues and houses of 
prayer. In the neighbourhood of Odessa, in the so-called Bolschog 
fountain, a number of Jews reside who were unable to god to 
Odessa for Yom Kippur. In order not to violate the law they determined 
to assemble for prayer not in a private house, but in the open air. While they 
were at prayer rain commenced to fall, and Colonel Lesly, taking pity on them,

accepted this kind invitation. Suddenly the police appeared and reported the 
incident to the authorites. Colonel Lesly has been charged with allowing the law 
to be broken in his house.

Some Jewish Congregations :(Wilna, Kieff, and Czerkassy) have asked the 
Government for permission to open Sabbath Schools. Such schools exist at 
(dessa and Charkow, and confer a great boon on poor children, who, being at 
work during the week, are unable to attend a school except on Sabbath. 


The Standard recently pubhshed a telegram from St. Petersburg to the 
effect that the 'I'sar intended to sign an ukase permitting a larger number of 
Jews from the Pale to settle in the agricultural colonies of Kherson and 
Iikaterinoslav, Inquires have been made with a view of obtaining confirmation 
of this report, but the reply states that instead of a larger number of Jews being 
permitted to settle in these two colonies, the Jews already there may be per- 
mitted to acquire more land. ‘ 

From Moscow news of an unfavourable character has been received. The 
Grand Duke Sergius, the Governor-General, is still applying the laws restricting 
the residence of Jews with great severity. By his orders the police are 
arresting in the streets anyone with Semitic features, and all Jews found to re- 
side in Moscow without a permit are sent to the pale without mercy by «tape. 


The Senate has appointed a Special Commission to consider the question of 
permitting Jewish brewers and distillers to reside in the country at the time 
when their work requires them to be in rural districts. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Domains has commissioned M, N. S. 
Somow to inspect the Jewish colonies in Russia, and exhaustively report upon 
them. 


The Minister of Education has issued an explanation of the law regarding 
Jewish pupilsin the gymnasia and pro-gymnasia. Pupils who have passed the 
fourth, fifth, and six classes can transfer themselves without any limit to a 
higher school. The per cent. limit only refers to new pupils, but not to the 
older ones, who are under no such restrictions, 


We have already reported the lack of Fire Brigades in the smaller towns 
and villages of Russia. The Jews of Bresna, Government of Minsk, decided 
therefore, to form a brigade, and during a recent fire which broke out there, 
were already the means of checking a serious conflagration, Other places are 
following this example. | 


A trial of some importance to our Russian coreligionists is reported from 
Kieff. A Jewish student named Goldfarb, took proceedings for hbel against 
a certain Vlaeimir Baltischevsky, the former winning the case. Upon leaving 
the court house, the later turned upon the former and called him a “ Zsid ” 
(the nickname for Jew, but in reality meaning devil). Goldfarb once more 
summoned Baltischevsky, who was condemned to pay a fine of twenty roubles, 
or go to prison for four days. | 


The synagogue of Brest-Litevsk, a portion of which was recently destroyed 
by fire, was re-consecrated last week.

The pillaging ad 
rioting were only brought to an end when, at the instigation of some English 
friends, Lord Salisbury despatched a Man-of-War to the Island, and at the sight 
of the British flag—that emblem of justice and right—the rioters sulki} 
dispersed. 

One is at a loss to account for these outbreaks against the Jews, Living in 
a secluded quarter of the town, they commit no acts to rouse the ire ¢; 
indignation of their fellow citizens, They are essentially peaceful and lay. 
abiding, and patriotic. 

,Their patriotism was proved during the late war when Jews were foun 
fighting side by side with their countrymen of other creeds. My informant. q 
man bordering upon 60, too old for active service at the front, did not scruple to 
shoulder a musket and perform police duty both night and day. Further than 
this, the Jews contributed generously to the fund for the sick and wounded. 
and ina few days collected £1,200. In view of the fact that there are no rich 
men among them this was a satisfactory result. | 

Another gentlemen with whom I conversed, and who has also lived on the 
spot, is inclined to blame the Jews for allowing themselves to be the butt of 
these attacks. He maintains that as there are some hundreds of young men 
they should combine strictly for defensive purpose, and if attacked should 
return blow for blow. He argues that the populace, aware of their timidity, 
attack the Jews with impunity. A Greek mob is noted for its cowardly instincts, 
and if once their onslaught met with resistance they would be chary before 
renewing the attack, In confirming the state of terror in which the Jews live. 
he says that for fear of molestation they keep up their shutters all the year 
round and don’t open the doors of their dwellings too readily. 

Whether this suggestion would meet with general acceptance I cannot say. 
It is questionable whether the proposed remedy would not bring in its train 
creater evils than the disease. It is certainly bold and would require much 
courage and determination to carry it through, Many will no doubt consider 
it too drastic, and if not impossible, but coming from a Jewish Greek subject 
I have though the suggestion deserving a place in your columns and give it for 
what it is worth.

The First Synagogue in West London. 


The announcement which we make ' that the Western Synagogue 
rill presently be celebrating its Centenary is one that is fraught with con- 
siderable historical interest. The establishment of the Western Synagogue, now 
situated in St. Alban’s Place, Haymarket, but originally in Denmark Court, 
trand, takes us back to the period when J ews first settled in the West End of 
tondon, and gives us the earliest indications of a communal migration westward 
which was destined to have a pronounced effect upon the fortunes of the City 
eynagog ues. During the hundred years that the Western Synagogue bas been in 


-jstence as a fully constituted congregation, how great are the changes that 


have come over the community ! Its increase in numbers, intelligence, opulence, 
and general importance has been simply phenomenal. .Concurrent with this 
jevelopment has been a change of habitat from “ the four streets” in the City 
«o the West and other parts of London, which has been no less remarkable. 
Many features of this progress and change are to be seen reflected in the history 
of the Western Synagogue itself, and it is this which renders that record go 
‘atereating and instructive. 


Of late years, this synagogue has declined in importance, until it has become 
, mere shadow of its former self. For though the migration of the community 
has been principally westward, it has not been in the cirection of the Strand and 
Pall Mall. The growth of London has naturally caused this district to be passed 
over in favour of the more residentiary parts. The most opulent congregations 
hive come to be located in Marylebone, Bayswater, Hyde Park, Maida Vale, St. 
Jobn’s Wood and Hampstead. But eighty years ago there was hardly the faintest 
suggestion of such changes. The Western Synagogue was the only place of 
worship for Jews residing west of Temple Bar and Holborn Bars. Consequently. 
it numbered among its earlier members many men of light and leading whose 
families have since become absorbed in other congregations. The Goldsmids 
(Francis Goldsmid, Frederick D. Goldsmid, Aaron Goldsmid and Aaron Asher 
(oldsmid) ; the Sterns (Baron Herman de Stern having married a daughter 
of Aaron Asher Goldsmid) ; Sir David Salomons and his relative, P. J. Salomons 
(‘the Golden Calf”): the Jessela; S. J. Waley ; Henry L. Keeling and: 
his father, David Levy; Henry Solomon, of Edmonton; Joseph Zedner ; 
Barnett Meyers; Abraham Richard Jacobs: Samuel Ellis; Sidney 
Woolf, ().C., and his father ; the veteran Charles Kensington Salaman and his 
father, Simeon K. Solomon, were all attached to it at onetime. Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore was one of its supporters. He used to walk over from Park Lane on Friday 
evenings and Saturday afternoons, accompanied either by Lady Judith or his 
nephew, Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore, then Mr. Joseph Sebag. In more recent 
times, Lady Rosebery was a member and frequent attendant. It will be seen that 
yuite a considerable number of its most influential members subsequently joined 
This body drew its earliest adherents from two con- 
gregations principally—Bevia Marks and St. Alban’s, and these are the two 
synagogues which have declined most appreciably in importance during the past 


_ sixty years. With regard to the St, Alban’s Synagogue, we believe that it has in 


‘tore for it a future which will equal, and may even eclipse, its splendid past, 
But this is a matter of speculation. Ours is the rdle of the historian. It now 
falls to us to tell the chequered history of this once influential congregation. 


The Denmark Court Synagogue. 


About 130 years ago there came to reside in the Weet End of London one 


Wolf Liepman,a gentleman of St, Petersburg—J NID" 281)“, as he was called, 
This excellent man established a Minyan at his house, which he maintained as long 
ashe lived. After his death, those who had frequented it hired a house in Denmark 
Court, Strand, where services were continued for some years. This wasin 1774. But 
is the Jewish inhabitants of the Strand neighbourhood increased, it became neves- 
fury to erect a proper synagogue, and to convert what had hitherto been a 
Minyan into an established congregation. This took place exactly 100 years 
4g0, in the year 1797, and the new edifice in Denmark Court was consecrated on 
the 23rd Ellul in that year—a week before Rosh Hashana. 

Denmark Court had previously been known as Back Alley. A well-known 
personage in his day, Rabbi Gedaliah, kept a private school there. It was a 
turning out of the Strand, exactly facing the present premises of Rimmel, the 
Perfumers. The exact site of the Synagogue is now occupied by Exeter Hall, 

There can be no question of the authenticity of this date of the establish- 
ment of the Denmark Court Synagogue as a regular congregation. It is stated

*influence, ‘The three City Synagogues—that is to say, the Great, the New 


secured that no synagogue should entice away the members of another synagogue. 
The Denmark Court Synagogue was now deemed a sufficiently powerful rival to 


the City congregations to warrant the framing of a similar contract which would 


prevent the Western Congregation from taking away their members from the older 
synagogues. The German community did not go to the length of their Portu- 
guere brethren and prohibit assemblages for prayer beyond the limits of the 
City, but they felt it necessary to protect their interests from undue infringe- 
ment, and for this purpose they entered into the following articles of 
agreement :— 

First, no one was to be admitted as a member of the Westminster Syna- 
gogue “unless his residence be west of Temple Bar or Holborn Bars, or within 
six miles westward thereof.” Then, every member of the Western Synagogue was 
bound to hire a seat in one of the City synagogues, or pay them a tax of ten-and- 
Sixpence a year ; and the Western Synagogue was precluded from admitting as 
a member anybody who had not conformed to this rule. If a person left the 
City to reside at Westminster, the City synagogue to which he had belonged had 
the power, if bis annual subscription had reached £10, to tax such person a 
certain tum, to he paid annually to such congregation, as they may think proper.” 
Io this way the City synagogues sought to retain in their own hands as large a 
proportion as possible of the pecuniary advantages accruing to them from their 
richer members, | 

But the advantages were not all on the side of the older congregations. 
ersons belonging to the synagogue at Westminster desiring to be called to the 
altar in the City congregation to which he belongs, but not having a place therein, 
must first obtain permission from the Parnaes at Westminster, either by a mark 
or in writing, which he must deliver to the Parnass in the City congre 
gation.” Again: ‘For the sake of good understanding and peaco, the three 
City congregations promise that if anyone belonging to the synagogue at West 
minster shall be indebted thereto, tlhe Parnassim of the City congregation 
concerned will, on due notice, take every opportunity (of joy or sorrow) to insist 
or enforce as far as possible the payment of such debt to the synagogue at 
Westminster without any enquiry into the occasion of such debt.” And finally, in 
order to protect the interests of the Denmark Court Synagogue, the City congrega- 
tions undertook to prevent any other West End congregation from being established 
within six miles westward of Denmark Court. Protection appears to have been 
the. keynote of synagogue politics in those days. Our fathers were strangers to 
the notions of us moderns. 

An agreement of this kind ultimately reposed upon the arrangements that 
were made for burial. The Denmark Court Congregation had no burial-ground 
of its own. The tax which its members who were not seatholders in the City 
paid to the parent synagogue entitled them to burial either by the Great Syna- 
gogue, the New or the Hambro’. The rites even had to be carried out by the 
City officers, and every funeral of a Western member had to be announced in the 
three City synagogues according to ancient custom. Now it was obviously to the 
interest of the parent synagogues to prevent the Westminster members from ever 
acquiring a cemetery of their own. Once such an acquisition took place, the Den- 
inark Court people could throw off the domination of the parent aynagogue at any 
moment. One of the most important articles was therefore that which forbade 
Westminster from ever acquiring an independent burial-ground, Every member 
concerned in such an act, or even countenancing it, was to pay £100 fine to the 
particular synagogue with which he was connected; while members not 
countenancing it were to give notice to their parent synagogue of their dis- 
approval, and that synagogue could, if it thought fit, call upon them to cease 
their membership of the Westminster congregation. , 

Any disputes which might arise between the congregations, which could not 


be adjusted by the Wardens of those congregations, were to be finally referred to — 


the Rav. The articles were signed on September 8th, 1808, at the Great Syna- 
gogue Chambers, by Victor Abraham, President of the Western Synagogue, Wolf 
Rees, Vice-President, Israel Barnett and Joseph Levy, Treasurers, and P. Phillips 
and J. Moses, on behalf of the Committee of the Western Synagogue. Represent- 
ing the Great Synagogue were Hyman Cohen, Samuel Joseph and B. D. Eliason, 
The Hambro’ signatories were Gabriel Cohen, Benjamin Ellis, and Stephen Hart, 
Treasurer. The New Synagogue representatives were A. Joseph and KE. H, 
Solomon. The document was signed in the presence of J. I. Bing, the Secretary 
of the Great Synagogue, Solomon Lyon, Secretary of the New Synagogue, and 
Simon Kisch, Secretary of the Western Synagogue.

But in an age when treaties between the synagogues were constantly being 
made, and as constantly unmade, it could scarcely be expected that such an 
extraordinary agreement as this should continue in force very long. Its condi- 
tions were too harsh, and as the Denmark Court Congregation grew in numbers 
and influence, they would naturally fret against the disabilities which it imposed 
upon them, spite of hundred pound fines, Scarcely seven years elapsed before 
they bad acquired a burial ground of their own at (Jueen'’s Elm, Brompton. The 
plot consisted of three acres, one rood, and twenty-five perches of garden 
ground, and was purchased for a sum of £400. The names of the officers of 
the Western Synagogue occurring in the deed of purchase are Victor Abraham, 
of Lancaster Court, Strand, Moses Solomon, of Little Russell Court, Drury Lane, 
Phillip Phillip, of Maiden Lane, Covent Garden, Aaron Lazarus, of Oxford Street, 
Emanuel Harris, of Newcastle Street, Strand, and Nathan Lewis, of St. James

ar The only name in this list that calls for special mention is that of Victor 
Abraham, father of Mr. 8. V. Abraham and the late Mr. Philip Abraham. He 
was one of the first Presidents of the congregation, and exercised, like his son, 
Mr. 8. V. Abraham after him, a potent influence upon ite counsels, He was a 
[>DN 203 of some ability, and for many years was accustomed to read 7°03 and 
other services, A minute of the year 1824 records that, in accordance with this 
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custom, a letter was addressed to him by the Wardens, offering him 2% NSN 
ANID, AWA WRI IW, and that the offer was declined 
on his behalf by his son, Mr. Philip Abraham. Mr. Philip Abraham subsequently 
became Secretary of the Reform Synagogue. 

In order to purchase the Brompton plot and lay it out as a cemetery, the 
congregation borrowed £900, at 5 per cent. interest, from Mr. Abraham Rees, of 
53 Strand, the debt being secured to Mr. Rees by a mortgage on the ground and 
its appurtenances. Mr. Rees appears to have been one of the wealthiest members 
in the Westminster community, and to have readily come to the synagogue’s 
assistance whenever it stood in need of a loan. He, however, lost a con- 
siderable sun of money in speculations connected with the old Waterloo Bridge. 
I'or several years he held the position of President, an office which he discharged 
with much zeal. Nor was he the only member of his family who identified 
himself with the synagogue’s interests. His brother, W. Rees, filled the post 
of Treasurer for seven years, and a special vote of thanks was recorded to him 
for his unremitting exertions when he retired from that office in 1822. 


Myer Solomon. 


But one of the most prominent men in the affairs of the congregation at that 
time was Myer Solomon, who succeeded Victor Abraham and Abraham Rees in the 
Presidency. His portrait in oils still hangs in the Committee Room of St. Alban’s 
Place Synagogue, the only other portrait of a past worker hanging in the same apart- 
ment being a crayon sketch of David Levy, the father of the late Henry L. Keeling. 
Myer Solomon is sometimes described as the founder of St. Alban’s Place Syna- 
gogue. This is not correct ; but he took a prominent part in acquiring that place 
of worship for the Denmark Court Congregation. He used to hold a AD 307 
at his house in Pall Mall, which met every Sabbath and Festival morning at six 
o'clock, His business (he was a bric-a-brac dealer) and residence were nearly 
contiguous to Carlton House, and he used to be proud of saying that he lived 
“next doorto the King.” As a young man he had practised as a Shochet and 
Mohel. Ie wrote two Sepharim, which are still in the possession of the congre- 
gation and composed Hebrew hymns.

MEN V3. Myer Solomon wae an uncle of Mr. Fred. Davis, a Past- Warden 
of the Central Synagogue. Mr. Fred. Davis, who will celebrate his golden 
wedding on the 10th of November, was married in the Western Synagogue. His 
father, Charles Davis—a brother-in law of Myer Solomon—was also an active 
member of the congregation. An incident recorded of Myer Solomon will give 
an idea of the influence which he wielded in his day. The late M. H. Breslau, of 
Hebrew Grammar and Dictionary fame, and the author of ‘“ Sabbath Medita- 
tions ’"—a popular book in its day—at one time acted as Baal Koreh. One second 
day of New Year, Mr. Breslau presented himself at the Reading Desk, when 
Myer Solomon noticed that he was shaved? Whether it was shaving under any 
circumstances that he took exception to, or that he was shocked at Mr. Breslau 
removing his beard on the festival, he peremptorily ordered the young man off 
the Desk, and read the Law himself. He was certainly fond of that kind of 
service. The congregational minutes of May 12th, 1825, record: ‘Mr. Myer 
Solomon has this night undertaken to T1)N? 2W on the second day of NWI2’ to 
Maftir, and in future not to be called up on MDS.” As the head of the congrega- 
tion, he had the right to be called upon the first day of Passover. Why he waived 
this right is clear. The Maftir.on the second day of Pentecost carried with it the 
privilege of singing 03ND 3*¥*! But his most enduring claim to recollection is 
the fact that he was the pioneer of English preachers. He frcquently delivered 


discourses at the Western Synagogue. Though his sermons were not learned, 


they were certainly remarkable considering the times in which he lived, and 


the fact that he was a layman engaged in business ; and they were well delivered,

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Retirement of Sir Saul Samuel. 


We recently mentioned that Sir Saul Samuel, K.C.M.G., C.B., Agent- 
General in London for New South Wales, had been granted twelve months 
leave of absence. Sir Saul notified this fact to Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, In replying to this intimation, Mr. Chamberlain said 
that as it is understood the Agent-General will probably not resume duty, he 
(the Colonial Secretary) desires to take this opportunity of placing on record 
his high appreciation of the unfailing courtesy and tact which have characterised 
Sir Saul Samuel’s intercourse with the department, and of the zeal which he 
has invariably displayed in promoting those cordial relations between the 
mother country and the colonies, which are equally important to both. The 
Secretary of State adds that he has observed with satisfaction that the ability 
and efficiency with which Sir Saul Samuel has discharged the weighty responsi- 
bilities of the post which he has held for so many years, are as- highly estimated 
by the colony as by Her Majesty’s Government. Mr. Chamberlain will transmit 
acopy of the letter to the Governor of New South Wales. | 

Sir Saul Samuel has for upwards of half a century rendered distinguished 
services to the Colony of New South Wales. Born in 1820, he was.in 1846 
appointed a Magistrate of the Territory of New South Wales, and before many 
years had elapsed he obtained legislative honours, From 1857 to 1872 he 
was member of the Legislative Assembly. In 1872 he was nominated to a seat 
in the Legislative Council, where he represented the Government as Vice- 
President of the Executive Council. In several Cabinets he held the office of 
Minister for Finance and Trade during a period commencing in 1859 and ending 
in 1870, But his most important Government office was that of Postmaster- 
General, important owing to the valuable work he performed for the Colony in 
this capacity. He was appointed Postmaster-General in 1872, again in 1877, and 
again in 1879, During his first period of office he visited New Zealand, the 
United States and England to arrange a mail service between the home country 
and its Australasian colonies by what is known as the San Francisco route, and 
he also’concluded a postal convention between his own Colony and the United 
States. Both while Finance Minister and Postmaster-General, Sir Saul repre- 
sented New South Wales at Conferences of intercolonial delegates. In 1880 he 
received the much coveted post of Agent-General in this country for New South 
Wales, and has thus been in office longer than any other Agent-General. In 
i814, the Queen appointed him a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. 
(reorge, and in 1882 Her Majesty promoted him to the Knighthood of that 
Order, In 1886, Her Majesty further honoured Sir Saul by appointing him a 
Companion of the Bath, in recognition of services rendered in connection with

In an interview Mr. Woolf Joel said: “In this matter | feel Lam merely 
carrying out the expressed wishes of my late uncle and partner, Mr. Barnato, 
and that these wishes coincide with my own.” 


‘The Wealth of the Jews.” 


— 


The Statist introduces a list of the wills of wealthy Jews, extendiny 
from 1879 to this year, with the following remarks: — “It has for a 
long time been a common idea that the Jews as a people are much 
richer than others. Sometimes the average of the wealth of the Jewish com- 
munity is put at twice or three times or five times as much as that of other 
people. Now and then the exact figures—which, of course, are not ascertainable 
—are purported to be given precisely. The opinion of many well-informed 
Jews is that as a people they are not rich, and that the average, if it could be 
taken, would come out below that of other communities. ‘There are probably a 
larzer number of very poor amongst the Jews than amongst any other class, 
excepting, perhaps, the Roman Catholics in some districts. Kven amongst the 
middle ee it is doubtful if the average is equal to that of the same classes 
amongst some other communities. There are doubtless some very rich Jews-in 
this country, but it is noteworthy that the largest Jewish fortunes of which 
there is record in the Probate Registry do not include any so large as some of 
those that have been left by other people.” 


The Synagogues and the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. 


A meeting of the Canvassing Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
was held at the offices of the Board on Wednesday. It was resolved “ that the 
winter canvass be commenced forthwith.” It was pointed out that the receipts 
from subscriptions and donations are £3,000 in arrears, with the result that the 
Board is in straitened circumstances, and has considerable difficulty in carrying 
on its charitable work. The members present agreed to use their utmost 
endeavours for making up the deficiency, It was also mentioned that there are 
many members of the United Synagogue who do not subscribe to the funds of 
our greatest charity, but who should be induced to do so by the committees now.

Industrial Department of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. 


The annual gathering of the apprentices, under the charge of the Industrial 
Committee of the Board of Guardians, desirous of attending and renewing their 
attendances at the Evening Technical Classes, was held at the offices of the 
Board on Sunday the 10th inst. About 50 npersanoes were in attendance, and 
to meet them were Mr. B. 8. Marks, the member who has special charge of the 
arrangement in connection with the classes, Mr. Nathaniel L, Cohen and Mr. H. 
J. Marcus. the hon, secretary of the Committee. During the two hours that 
were spent in friendly conversation with the lads, special reference was made 
to those lads who had been regular in their attendances during the past session, 
and to the advantages which those classes afford apprentices in their respective 
trades. The apprentices attending the technical classes are distributed amon 
the following Institutes :—City and Guilds of London, East London l'echnica 
College, Polytechnic, Northampton (Clerkenwell), and Trade lraining Schools.

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Soup Kitchen. 


The annual meeting of the donors to the Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor 
was held on Wednesday at the New Synagogue Board Room, Mr. Atrrep L, 
CouEN, President, occupied the chair, 

The PresipEN?, in moving the adoption of the Annual Report and Balance 
Sheet (an abstract of which appeared in our last issue), said that there was only 
one feature to which he desired to call special attention. ‘That was the imposi- 
tion practised by a few persons, to which attention was called in the Jewish 
Chronicle, The contributor to that paper attended at the Soup Kitchen and 
mentioned two or three cases, It need scarcely be mentioned that relief to 
those persons was stopped. A sum of money had been placed at the 


disposal of a Special Committee in order that a more minute 
enquiry might be made into the circumstances of each applicant. 
He wished it to go forth that any information concerning recipients 


of the Charity’s bounty would not only be thankfully received, but 
would be closely investigated. The record of the Charity’s operations was 
very satisfactory. The public had during the last seven years doubled their 
support, and the expenses of administration would compare favourably with 
those of any similar charity. He could comment with felicitation on the cir- 
cumstance that the number of special distributions had increased from year to 
year. These special distributions were a baby of his own, and he was proud 
of its being so prolific. The persons who paid for the extra distributions brought 
friends down with them, and there they received an object lesson in cleanliness 
and order which could not fail to do good to the Kitchen. He regretted that 
the cost of food would be higher this year ; bread alone would cost about £200 
more. The labour which the staff performed was most admirably done, and the 
fact that no complaint of want of attention or of the quality of the food was 
made by the recipients, was a feather in the cap of their employes. ‘he Com- 
mittee hoped to make five distributions a week, reducing the number as the 
weather grew milder. 

Mr. B. BirnpatM, in seconding the motion, spoke of the Committee’s deter- 
mination to stop imposition, and echoed the President's eulogy of the manage- 
ment of the Kitchen, |

Mr. Labouchere has pow joined in the crusade with his 
accustomed cleverness, but no one would aceuse that pellucid writer and 
tortuous financier of any but a personal motive, or would forget his contro-_ 
versy with Sir Edward Lawson of the Paily Telegraph. There is internal 
evidence that its failure to stimulate England into active coercion of the 
furkish Empire is. still rankling in the mind of the Daily Chronicle. and 
that it is angry with the Jews on the assumption that what political weight 
they possess was for the most part used in favour of European peace. A 
illustration of the temper which our contemporary treats this 
subject, occurs in the following note which appeared in Saturday's Paper; 
‘From time to time sudden persecutions of Jewish traders break out in) Persia, and 
Jews of Britisb nationality are not exempt from attacks which tak« the shape of Contsca 
tion ot property, insult, and com oulsory scalp-shaving Bat remonstrance from the British 
Legation almost immediately brings relief and the protection, of the Shah's Government. 
So it was last July and Septembecin Teheran and Ispahan as appears from dispatches 
officially communicated to and read /ast vigh/ at a meeting of the Anglo-dJewish Associa 
tion, There is no question, even in Persian tanaticism, of murdering these Jews. Contrast 
this state of affairs in Persia with that nearer home in ‘Turkey, where Christians cannot 
depend on protection for either life or property when the word goes out that Yildiz Kiosk 
desires to shut its eyes, or when, as the Ambassadors have declared, the actual order to 
massacre 1s given by the Ottoman authorities, to whom: the wordof the Sultan is as the 
breath of life. We can and do protect Jews in Persia; but Lord Salisbury is helpless. to 
protect Christians in Turkey! 


There is, in the first place, noticeable in this paragraph the inaccuracy 
which besets our contemporary in dealing with anatters on which it persists in 
being ill-informed, No meeting had been held on Friday night of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, nor had any dispatches been then officially com 
municated to anyone, On the previous Sunday, six days before, not the 
previous night, the Anglo-Jewish Association met and received communica- 
tion of two dispatches. They were duly published on Friday in the Jew?sh 


Chronicle, and in these columns it was clearly stated that they had been read on 


the previous Sunday. Yet those who take upon themselves to comment, in 
the £atly Chronicle, with an assumption of complete knowledge, on the Jewish 
Question, are so littl¥ acquainted with the doings of our public bodies, that 
they can believe that the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association meets on 
Friday night, and that they themselves are publishing for the first time pews 
which has been lifted without acknowledgment from our own columns. | 

With regard to the substance of the matter, the suggestion 
is that Lord Salisbury was willing to proteet Jews in 
Persia, not to defend Christians in Turkey. Now, the 
british Legation in Teheran only did what has often been 
done before, under Lord Rosebery, Mr. Gladstone, and Lord Palmerston, 
with the same vigour and enlightenment which continues to animate the 
Foreign Office under Lord Salisbury, flow can anyone fairly contend that 
the case was similar with the Armenians in Turkey? In the first case, the 


Jews and 


the Sultan. 


Armenians really had formed a plot against the ‘Turkish Government, which 


was repressed with that cruelty, that confusion of innocent and guilty which 
has, unfortunately, often been seen under despotic governments ; in I'landers, 
when the Roman Catholics were fighting the Protestants; in Hungary and 
Poland a few years ago ; in Turkey in our own day, where barbarism lingers 
longer. But, in the second place, whatever the merits of the quarrel, for 
England to have interfered by force would have meant a struggle for her 
very existence. The three great Empires of Russia, Austria-Hungary and 


Germany were unwilling there should be any such interference. Shocking 


as has been the retaliation practised upon the conspirators and those non- 


combatant friends and relatives apon whom their action brought ruin, it 


seemed to statesmen a smaller evil than a general [european war, a furious 
scramble for the spoils of dismembered Turkey. No one can doubt that it 
would have cost a very different effort from that which the British Minister 
made in Teheran, with very happy immediate results, though we fear the danger 
is not yet passed. If Jewish influence assisted to prevent a Huropean war, we

“Here it is notorious that the Jews as a class have identified themselves with the 
abominable Turkish Government, whose crimes cry aloud to heaven for vengeance. Why / 
The sole reason which can be given is that the financial interests of the Jewish bankers, 
especially in Germany, seem to demand the support of the Sultan. 


The Jews as a class have not identified themselves with the Government ; 
they vote according to their individual political opinions ; but if, in spite of 
the manifest superiority of Christianity to Islam, many Jews have continued 
to support the Power of which Great Britain was till lately the traditional 
ally, their goodwill may be justified by other considerations besides desire to 
ensure the honest repayment of loans.

Montagu and Mr. H. S. Leon, but are often Con- 

servatives. Is our contemporary sure that the Opposition of to-day are 


the true heirs of the party which thirty-nine years ago admitted the 
Jews to citizenship? Baron Lionel de. Rothschild was ‘returned to 
Parliament by the City of London. Does not Baron Ferdinand, as a 
Liberal Unionist, vote in the same Lobby with the representatives of the City ? 
Lord John Russell brought in the annual Bill for Jewish Emancipation in 
the true spirit of the great Whig house of which he was the most active 
political member in his day. And on which side are the great Whig Houses 
now! But to leave these doubtful points we would ask if it can seriously be 
contended that emancipation binds over a body of men to vote for ever for 
the party which gave them the suffrage. If that be so, emancipation seems 
a form of servitude: and the Statesmen who have been hitherto regarded as 
renerous, high-minded, and, above all, just, sink to the level of the lowest 
traffickers in votes. One more quotation from our contemporary :— 

We put it therefore to the Jews whether: there is not another side to the question, ° 
side which they have not considered with sufficient attention. We write in no narrow? 
anti-Jewish sense, especially since we recognise the immense contributions made by the 
best Jews towards the evolution of Kurope. We wish, indeed, to secure the great advan- 
tage to Europe of the blending of the powerful Jewish intellect with the more impulsive 


life of Western civilisation, This, however,canpnly be attained by a frank abandonment , 


by Jews of any mere tribal end or feeling, and by their genuine attempt to merge their 
life in that of the Western world, with whom, for good or for ill, the future of human 
affairs is mainly bound up. We do not think any formal union of Judaic religion with 
the more advanced and non-dogmatic forms of Christianity is possible or desirable. We 
merely suggest that it is desirable to end the separatist feeling, to sink the tribal senti- 
ment, to recognise that the days of any anti-Christian movement are over, and above all, to 
comprehend the idea that material ends are not the sole or the chief ends of the great 
complex human movement which we call by the name of modern civilisation. 


These lines seem to us worthier than the rest of the article, and, if any 
exhortation to abandon separatism is needed, by all means let them be taken 
to heart. ‘ be citizens of your country” has long been the advice given by 
the best Jews to their brethren, and strenuous are the efforts which Euglish 
Jews make tou Anglicize the new comers who tlee hither as to a refuge from 
persecution, It is not a little superfluous to ask us to recognise * that the 
days of any anti-Christian movement are over.” If there has been any anti- 
Christian movement in modern times, no Jew has been associated with it. The 
Jewish denial of Christianity is not an aggressive force. Voltaireanism, 
Agnosticism, Positivism are the working foes of Christianity. The Daily 
Chronicle knows where to look for their representatives.

But are there not Socialists in each of those 
cities, who attack all the rulers of the world and all possessed of wealth ? 
Some of the Socialists are pure-minded aspirants after high ideals, and some 
are envious self-seeking ruffians. But neither their purity nor their vocifer- 
ousness willconvince the philosopher that they have adopted a workable scheme 
of life, or are justified in attacking everybody who does not admit that 
property ought to be equally divided. Do the simultaneous and continued 
persecutions of persons of religions - differing from the majority afford 
any evidence whatever that it is wrong to differ in religion from those among 
whom you live?) They may show that it is dangerous, but hardly that it is cul- 
pable. When Nansen’s dogs saw a strange hound on the ice in the Arctic 
regions, the whole pack bounded howling upon him to kill him. There is 
much that is currish in mankind: and any class clearly divided from the 
rest is liable to the onslaughts of the more numerous. Wise 
and well-meaning persons restrain these savage instincts in themselves and 
others, To say that folly and ignorance are common, and that designing 
people in many cities use them for their own ends, goes a very little way 
to show that the victims of folly and ignorance, thus impelled, are respon- 
sible for their own misfortune. ‘The attacks we are now noticing may be 
useful if they remind us all that we must strive our utmost to make our 
lives indisputably useful and irreproachable. Jews must often be too hurried 
in their pursuit of wealth, oblivious of the claims of others on their atten- 
tion, guilty of many faults which affect humanity generally. On us it is 
incumbent, as these articles remind us, to give few loopholes 
for attack, to be demonstrably good and serviceable inhabitants of our 
country. If such efforts do not command success ‘in avoiding unjust 


denunciation, they will deserve it: and they will conduce to a course of. 


life, which, whatever be the result, is desirable for iis own sake.

| The October nnmber of the Toynbee Record contains beside 

the blisardy its usual programme for the month, an article by Cains 
<cynhee Mall. Barnett on the prospects of the Winter Session, which 
| opened recently. To the outsider the outlook would 

appear to be cheerful. ‘The educational plans for the Session are as full and 
varied as usual, and one long-cherished project, the foundation of a permanent 
picture gallery for Whitechapel, is on the verge of realisation. Nevertheless 
Canon Barnett writes somewhat despondently. He finds that the forces which 
have contributed to the success of Toynbee Hall are not at the present moment 
as vigorous as they were, that there is apathy where there once was eagerness, 
that “there is not the same public conscience nor the same social 
interest’? as past years. This condition is, we should think. 
one that will not long endure, and the Warden and Reg. 
dents of Toynbee Hall will, we do not doubt, soon be carrying on with 
renewed hopefulness their special work of maintaining an educational centre in 
the East End. Nevertheless, it is important for all who are interesting 
themselves in East End Schemes, to realise that even an institution so firmly 
based as Toynbee Hall has its periods of depression. The truth is that the 
desire to do *‘ Kast End work ” is a very fitful feeling, It comes and goes, 
and it is influenced by all sorts of causes, a change in the political situation, 
the outbreak of an engrossing war, the occurrence of interesting foreign com- 


plications, the publication of a harrowing description of East nd life. Toynbee 


Hall has advantages which any Jewish Kast End settlement would be without. 
It was founded at a time when the tide of social feeling ran high; it 
has always had a remarkable number of influential supporters ; its Warden 
came to his task after years of Kast Ind experience, and it draws om tbe 
thousands of members of the Universities for its Residents and Associates. 
Nevertheless it has been compelled to restrict its work ; it is an educational 
centre and intluences the more prosperous section of Whitechapel, but it leaves 
the very poorest classes almost untouched. The position of a Jewish Toynbee 
Hall would be far different. It is practically certain that no Warden with 
Canon Barnett’s remarkable qualifications would be forthcoming, while the 
residents would have to be drawn not from thousands, but from the few score 
of young men with leisure, ability, and desire for social work whom the cow- 
munity possesses. Moreover a Jewish Toynbee Hall would be expected to 
deal not with the thriving artisan alone, but with the much more inaccessible 
class of the very poor. And it would also be confronted with the terrible dift- 
culty of language. The East End Scheme of the United Synagogues still to 
be formulated. It is to be hoped that the difficulties in the way of a “ Jewish 
Toynbee Hall” will be fully realised, and that whatever is attempted in that 
direction will be of a tentative nature and on a modest scale. It should 
develope on lines carefully laid down in accordance with experience actually 
gained and not be an elaborate paper Scheme on an heroic scale.

This disposition attracted the attention of enterprising individuals who 
testified thereto by a report which appeared in the principal papers here. The 
Report runs thus -—“ The Government has conceded 80,000 hectares of land in 
‘he Chaco Central, which shall be destined for colonisation. Those 
who .have obtained the concession intend to populate them with Jewish 
families in the same way as undertaken by the Baron de Hirsch.” 
This report has, it seems, caused commotion in the circle of anti- 
Semites who responded to this announcement in one of their periodicals 
thus :— We believed that the locusts were the only plague with which our 
territory was afflicted, but it is not so, for there exists an undertaking which 
proposes to populate the Chaco with Jewish families, building up a population 
‘nthe 80,000 hectares which our Government has destined for colonisation. In 
earnest, our Republic does not present an attractive future, on account of 
imilar plagues which so often have made their pernicious effects felt in the old 
Continent.” 


The King of the Belgians in the Mogador Mellah.

MoGapbor, SEPTEMBER 26TH, 1897, 

Mogador has been honoured by a visit from European royalty. Early on 
the 23rd inst., Leopold II., King of the Belgians, arrived on board the yacht 
“Clementine. His Majesty came incognito, and so the fact of his visit remained 
unknown to the public until after the yacht’s departure on the afternoon of 
the same day. His Majesty was accompanied by Count Anspach, the Belgian 
Minister, resident at Tangier, and an Aide-de-Camp. 

In the course of their stay the royal party, escorted by Mr. R. L. N. Johnston, 
Belgian as well as British Vice-Consul here, took a leisurely walk through all 
the principal quarters of the town. They also went out for a short ride, on 
horseback, to the country. During the promenade on foot, His Majesty found 
much to attract him, but he appeared to take particular interest in the Mellah, 
which received the honour of a brief visit from him. He walked slowly up its 
iain street and back. The poverty of the Jews in the Mellah is now of a very 
sorrowful character. The streets do not always present the cleanest, neither 
do many of the unfortunate inmates display the healthiest of appearances. The 
drains are frequently very offensive. His Majesty must have surely known what 
he had to expect in that quarter. Nevertheless he entered it, and displayed 
magnanimous interest in all that met his eyes. This eloquent fact would have 


been sufficient proof of a sympathetic desire on the part of his Majesty to show 


his friendly feelings towards the Jews. But I am able to say even more than 
this, and with more certainty, for itis no breach of confidence for me to add, as 
lam informed by Mr. Johnston, who was five or six hours in attendance upon 
his illustrious visitor, that his Majesty evinced a keen and sympathetic interest 
in the condition, customs, and welfare of our coreligionists in Mogador and 
Moroceo generally. | 

_ Previously to leaving, His Majesty commanded Mr. Johnston to thank, on 
his behalf, the gentlemen who had lent their animals for the ride.

THE QUEEN’S JUBILEE PRESENTS. 


_ The display of some of the Queen's Diamond Jubilee presents and addresses 
will certainly prove a strong source of attraction at the _ mperial Institute for 
some time to come, A cursory glance at the long gallery of gifts engenders a 
slight feeling of disappointment, for after the tokens of congratulation from 
royal kinsfolk, and the enormous array of selected addresses have been inspected, 
the collection is comparatively small, but it must be remembered that by Her 
Majesty’s wish very many of her subjects made their Jubilee offering in the 
form of charity. 

Passing from the cases of magnificent jewellery from the Queen's children | 
and grandchildren, one comes to the silver flower basket which on Jubilee Day, 
filled with choice orchids, Lady Faudel-Phillips handed to the Queen at the 
Mansion House. It was made after a design carried out under the Lady. 
Mayoress’ special direction, the pattern exactly corresponding with a lony 
handled wicker flower basket, whilst ribbon bows on the sides and top are also - 
carried out in silver. 

Baron Ferdinand Rothschild’s gift consists of a choice pair of ormolu menu 
frames ; on the frame, which encircles a background of white watered silk, is 
blazoned the royal crownat the top, whilst one frame has five medallions with views 
of Osborne, the residence being at the head, and the remaining four views 
yachts and ships ; the medallions on the second show, tirst menu holder, Windsor. 
and then birds and animals belonging to the Castle grounds, From Lord and 
Lady Rothschild come a pair of massive silver gilt baskets, bearing the erown 
monogram and two dates, 1837-1807, finely engraved. The pattern closely 
simulates plaited basket work with thick twisted handles. Lord -and Lady 
Pirbright send a pair of turquoise blue Stvres china vases, with fine medallions 
in the centre. The case to enclose these is of rich red velvet, with the date and 
royal monogram blazoned in gold. 

: There are several newspaper souvenirs, and the reprint of the Sunday Times 
Coronation number, which, together with a copy of the Ohserver, was sent ina 
red and green morocco case, is the offering of Mrs, Frederick Beer, editor and 
roprietor of the former journal. “Distinctly original is the gift of Mr. Herman 
larcus, a poker work medallion In the centre is the name Victoria, and above 
in German, the lines “ the world reverences thy virtue, Heaven bless thy throne,” 
and below in English “a noble Queen,” “a faithful mother,” 1837—1897, 

Amongst the numerous addresses, mention was made in the last issue of the 
Jewish Chronicle of the imposing address, with list of names, bound in blue 
morocco covers, and enclosed.in a carved wood casket, embellished with ormolu 
and which is sent by the Jewish community dwelling in every part of South 
Africa. Very interesting is the one on behalf of the ‘ Jewish Schools of the 
Metropolis,” and signed by Lord Rothschild. On the address one reads, “ we 
can never forget that during your Majesty's reign all the disabilities which 
pressed so hardly upon our coreligionists have been removed . . . .” and 
concludes “may I be permitted to add my own most respectful duty with the 
expression of my unalterable devotion.—Rothsechild.” 

The London Committee of Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, on behalf of the Jews of the British Empire, forward a very choice 
address. At the top are the significant words, ‘* Who can finda virtuous woman?” 
The covers are of olive wood, and on the front, in gold and enamel are the Royal 
arms, V.R. I. and the dates 1837—187 in diamonds, whilst in each corner is a 
device of gold leaves adorned with designs carried out in diamonds. We gave 
an illustration of this cover in our issue of May 2Ist. The Jewish community 
in Singapore testify their loyalty in an address in silver rollers, with a violet 
velvet cover, signed by the Rev. Sheridah, the Rabbi, and bearing the signatures

Finally, the list of loyal German residents in London, whose address 1

Mrs. BosaANgur?, who spoke with that convincing lucidity familiar to 
readers of her book, “ Rich and Poor,” started by concisely detining her sub- 
ject. She preferred the term “ standard of life” to “standard of ecoinfort,” for 
the former implies progress, while the latter leaves an impression that the 
satisfying of physical wants sitlices to insure man’s well-being. She pointed ont 
that all classes of society have standards of morality, rizht, and disanttaee, vary: 
ing with ther different environments, and according to their housiny, recrea- 
tions, dress and education. It is only the lowest class, the mere residuum of 
society, that has no standard of life, and no sense of failure, them it is hopeless 
to help. The question of difference of class was then considered with reference 
to the difficulty of distinctly marking a boundary line ; and the peasant state of 
Bulgaria served as an illustration of a nation where class-distinctions do not 
exist, and the consequent results on Conlmerce, Inequality of opportunity and 
insufficiency of remuneration are too frequently the handicappers of the poor in 
the race for life, while the still more frequent assumption of a natural antagon- 
ism between capitalist and labourer is much to be deplored. |

Jottings from the United States.

BALTIMORE, LOrH OCTOBER, 1897, 


Baroness de Hirsch is continuing her benefactions to Jewish institutions in 
the United States. As previously reported she gave the New York Trustees of 
the De Hirsch Fund a million dols., to provide decent homes for Russian- 
American Jews domiciled in the hovels in the congested districts of that city ; 
further 200,000 dols., for a non-Sectarian Working Girls’ Home, in the same city, 
and 100,000 dols., toward lifting the mortgage on the Hebrew Institute. But 
there are other parts of the country which have large proportions of Jewish 
immigrants, who are more than the local communities can cope with, that is 
they cannot advance them as rapidly toward comfort and Americanisation as 1s 
hoped for. Many of these have been applying to the Baroness for subventions 
and not a few have received checks of 1,000 dols., and 2,000 dols., towards the 
maintenance of their institutions. The most recent are 2,000 dols. to the Russian 
Night School of Baltimore through Mr. B. H. Hartogensis, and 1,000 dols. to 
the Jewish Maternity Association of Philadelphia through Mrs. Belle Cohen. 
Several asylums and hospitals in the South have also been helped in the same 
noble manner. There has been no lack of applications for the kind lady's 
favour apparently, but in every instance she seems at great pains to investigate 
carefully into the usefulness of the institution to be helped, and it appears all 


: oe aN do not receive grants ; it would eat up all her fortune. Some of the 


aims are moreover unreasonable. Thus, a Jewish congregation in Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, a small town of some 20,000 inhabitants, determined to establish a 
home for Superannuated Jewish Ministers. They say they can do very little 
themselves, but they at once make ademand upon the generosity of the Baroness, 
‘They deserve to fail.

Under this heading a course of lectures was started at the Portman Rooms, 
Baker Street, on Friday morning last. The course will consist of eight lectures : 
it was inaugurated by Mr. Charles Booth, the well-known author of “ Life and 
Labour In London,” who introduced the lecturer, Mrs. Bernard Bosanquet. 
“The Standard of Life” is the title Mrs. Bosanquet has selected for her four 
lectures which are to form the first part of this course, “with special reference 
to the problems of class-distinctions, philanthropic enterprises, the progress of 
the working classes, the living wage, want of work, and the stagnation of labour 
in large towns,’ 

The second part of the course will consist of four leetures by Mr. 
Thomas Blandford, Secretary of the ‘Labour Association, on ( ‘o-operation in 
Relation to the Social Condition of the People.” 

Mrs. Bosanqguet, who spoke with that convincing lueidity familiar to 
readers of her book, “ Rich and Poor,” started by concisely defining her sub 
ject. She preferred the term “ standard of life” to “standar lof comfort,” for 
the former implies progress, while the latter leaves an impression that the 
satisfying of physical wants sutlices to insure man’s well-being. She pointed out 
that all classes of society have standards of morality, right, and cleanliness, vary 
ing with their different environments, and according to their housing, reerea- 
tions, dress and education. It is only the lowest class, the mere residuum of 
society, that has no standard of life, and no sense of failure, therm it is hopeless 
to help. The question of difference of class was then considered with reference 
to the difficulty of distinctly marking a boundary line ; and the peasant state of 
Bulgaria served as an illustration of a nation where class-distinetions do not 
exist, and the consequent resultson commerce, Inequality of opportunity and 
insufficiency of remuneration are too frequently the handicappers of the poor in 
the race for life, while the still more frequent assumption of a natural antagon- 
ism between capitalist and labourer is much to be deplored, 

The second lecture will be given on Friday, the 22nd instant, at 11.30 acm., 
and the third, which will be on the 20th October, will contain references to * the 
Jewish tailor with his low standard lowering wages,’ which may interest the 
readers of this journal. G. M

The Jewish Question. 


We reproduce some letters that have been published during the week. 


Mr. Herbert A. Day writes to the Daily Chronicle .— 


Will you in fairness allow me to adduce a few facts adverse to your sweeping 
condemnation of wealthy Judaism in England? In your leading article of Oct. 14 you 
say “that of personal devotion, of racial patriotism, of serious anxiety or steady resolve 

_to ameliorate the lot, of outcast Israel there is none. The wealthy Jew is quite content 
to let the Gentile peop!e deals with his own suffering race.” | 

I have been personally in close and almost daily contact with both extremes of the 
Jewish community, both in the Kast and West of London, for over four years. And I 
can confidently assert that with regard to the proportions of the population there is more 
philanthropic work, both serious and sympathetic, among the Jewish community than 
in Londou as a whole, Three of the finest blocks of mode! dwellings have been built by 
the (Jewish) Four per Cent, Dwellings Company, of which the Brady Street in Mile End 
will compare with any of the kind elsewhere, especially for their general artistic effect, in 
which so many works for the poor are lamentably deficient; and the architect was of 
Jewish race, as well as the capitalist who provided the funds. 

The Jewish Board of Guardians isa centre of numberless associations and schemes 
for elevating the poor immigrants, as well as those of English birth. From here in 186, 
531 apprentices in évery conceivable trade were under care of the Industrial Committee ; 
from here 1,288 persons were removed from congested London, of whom two-thirds were 
returned to the Continent; a most wholesome check to over immigration. 

From here $21 pensions were paid, averaging over 5s. a week to each recipient. There 
were also 3,274 inspections made of 1,503 houses, and out of 700 insanitary conditions 550 
were wholly remedied within the year, But I will not weary your readers with the long 
list of clothing clubs, almshouses, orphan asylums, burial funds, soup kitchens, &c., which 
are so largely supported—both by funds as well as by voluntary efforts in this truly 
philanthropic community In England they had to face the immense difficulties not 
only of providing for their native poor, for which ample support has always been 
forthcoming, but for thousands of foreign immigrants and victims of foreign oppres- 
sion; and nobly have they faced them. | 

Vealthy financiers and hard-working business men have always been ready after an 
arduous day's work in the City to sit long evenings in the close atmosphere of an Kast 
End Committee-room to earnestly consider how best to raise intellectually, socially, and 
morally their outcast or less fortunate brethren, and they have been greatly successful. 
Their methods have not always been those of our Charity Organisation Society, but may 
well compare with kindred Christian efforts. Asit would be invidious toexpect them 
to defend themselves, I venture in return for many acts of courtesy and consideration at 
their hands to state here simply what I have seen and known.

In a second letter Mr. Day writes :— 


[ can scarcely venture to ask you to allow me again to reply to your thoughtful article 
of October 16th on the separate position of the Jewish race, but as I have often discussed 
this with earnest Jewish thinkers, perhaps I may offer some solution of the very difficult 
points you undoubtedly with reason urge. 

We must ever bear in mind that the Hebrew race is of pure Asiatic descent, and of 
pure Monotheistic belief. And while they dwell among the proudest of Kuropean races, 
and the purest of revealed religions, they have yet good reasor .o be still prouder of the 
race which was the birthplace of civilisation, and of the creed from which all Christianity 
is only an offshoot. Those who know the intensity of the early religious training of the 
Jewish youth must be convinced that they will never honestly adopt any other belief And 
those who strongly hold this creed will ever be reluctant to allow any descendants of theirs 
to renounce it. It is difficult for Asiatic and Kuropean blood to mingle, but for a descend- 
ant of Abraham, and the heir of the prophecies to mate with Gentiles on more equal terms 
is more 

The Jews are, in the words of your leading article, “still stanling apart,” they are 
still “a separate tribal or national element,” and those who know them most intimately 
would, I believe, be infinitely sorry to see this marvellous race and creed lost or amalga- 
mated in the European peoples of to-day. But that “the Jews are not found co-operat- 
ing with Western civilisation,” I must venture to question. Limited as they have been by 
legislative enactment to financial business, they have aoquired special ability for it, and 
have used it most successfully. But who will say that the average Jewish capitalist 
makes a worse use of his wealth than the average English or American millionaire ? 

- Jewish names figure as prominently as Christians in any great undertaking for the ad- 
vancement of civilisation, whether financial or benevolent. It was a Jew who gave the 
most pacific Great Power a leading control of the Suez Canal. If Jewish finance controls 
European politics, it surely controls the interests of peaceful progress, for war is the 


enemy of commerce and civilisation alike. Wise Jewish financiers may be far more in- 


fluential in preserving us from being hurried into an international massacre than those 
youthful monarchs who worship only the god of the big battalions. Again, that the 
Jews as a class work against Liberalism is rather unfair. Living, as they do, ina free 
community, they have freely allied themselves with either party. There are Jewish 
M.P.s on both sides of the House of Commons. Some of the best Progressive members 
of the London County Council are Jews. One of the greatest authorities on technical 
education is of Jewish race. Some of the foremost friends of the workers in every 
nation in the world to day are almost unconsciously following in the footsteps of their 
vreat prototype, who came to raise the outcast and the fallen eighteen centuries ago. 

In every rank of life, in every profession in our free country, the Jew is taking a 
prominent place in the ranks of progressive Western civilisation. Do not let us repel 
them by bidding them to sink their pride of race before our own, to lose their God-given 
creed in ours, though we, too, claim a Divine revelation. Let us rather stretch out to 
them the right hand of fellowship, welcoming their assistance where we agree, and if we 
oppose them, oppose them not because of their race or creed, but simply and straightfor- 
wardly as men who have as good a right to their own opinion as we have ourselves. 


Sir Samuel Montagu writes :— 


In your to-day’s leader, based upon Mr. Arnold White’s letter to the Pall Mall 
Gazette, you made a kindly reference to me in connection with the East London Jews 
Permit me to disclaim any special merit in that respect, for there are many rich Jews. 
who spend more time than I can spare in ameliorating the condition of the Jewish 
working class. 

My chief object in writing to you is to contest the accuracy of Mr. White's statements 
and conclusions. I cannot believe that M. Pobedonostzefi has any regard for the Jews 
in their “ dire distress” and prospective privations,” seeing that he has been the main cause 
of their misery. 

He has excluded them from the public schools and from respectable means of gettin 
their livelihood. He has driven them into a restricted portion of their native land, an 
even in the “ Pale” confined them to the congested cities. Can he now complain of their 

verty 
” If Mr. Arnold White really wishes to settle the Jewish question, it is only in Russia 
that he need interfere, ‘The condition of the Jews in every country in the world is fairly 
satisfactory, excepting in Russia, Roumania, Persia, and Morocco; even in East London 
their condition has slightly improved during the last year or two. 

Let Mr. White persuade M. Pobedonostzeff to resign the control of the Russian Jews 
to a merciful successor, who will let them settle freely in all parts of their native land on 
equal terms with their fellow-countrymen. 

If the Russian Government pass laws rendering usurious interest and debts for in- 
toxicants, irrecoverable by legal process, the Jews, who are a law-abiding people, would 
be quite willing to choose other occupations, and the Jewish question would he finally 
settled. 

In conclusion, let me assure Mr. Arnold White that the richest men in England or 
South Africa are not Jews, neither in the United States do they approach in wealth the 
Christian millionaires; also that there is no more cohesion or combination among Jews

Mr. Arnold White’s article which appeared in your columns on the 
one to ask in the oft-quoted words of old,‘ Art thou for us, or for o 
That Mr. White’s statements are coloured by those sentiments whic 
Semitism is beyond doubt; whilst anti-Semitism itself is founded o 
errors, for there is no Jewish question, there is no Jewish problem. The 
whether oppression shall continue to be the lot of millions of persons in those countr; 
where only the condition of affluence can secure to the Jew immunity from persecution, The 
which causes such persecution is simply a feeling of anti-capitalism which lies at ther of 
Socialism. But my object is only to point out two particularly gross errors in Mr Whi . 
article. He alludes to the pity (!) expressed by M. Pobiédonostzev for palace 
unspeakable horrors which during many years have been the lot of millions of sufferers 
incarcarated in the Pale of Settlement. Mr. White tells us that in a conversation with 
him, M. Pobiedonostzev “deplored the dire distress that prevailed among the Jewish sub. 
jects of the Imperial Russian Government who for administrative reasons are confined 
within the Pale.” Now, as early as 1808, when it was proposed to restrict the residence 
of the Jews to cities only, it was shown that such limitation must mean starvation and 
death to them, and the idea was abandoned. But since the counsels of M. Pobieédonostze 
and his colleagues have predominated, millions of Jews have been driven fv ) 
dwelling-places to fester and die within the Pale. 

When the chief of the synod was asked, “ And what will become of the Jews who are 
shut up in the Pale?” the reply attributed to him is,“ A third will be converted. q 
third will emigrate, and a third will die of starvation.” (Errera’s “ History of the Russian 
Jews.) Therefore, wholesale death f-om starvation and diseases caused by overcrowding 
was a foregone conclusion in the “ administrative ”’ policy which was adopted. : 

As to Mr. White’s suggestion that, in accordance with the example of Napoleon, a 
conference should be held to induce the “rich Jews” to take up the so-called “ Jewish 
Question,” this is also based on false premises. Napoleon’s Synhedrion was composed 
only of the prominent Jews of his Empire, and from other countries, who were called 
together in order to discuss the removal of various restrictions. “The Jews themselves 
through the medium of their own representatives, should decide their own fate.” (Graetz’s 
“ History of the Jews.”) But perhaps this is actually the key to Mr. White's article ’ 
Perhaps he wishes that the Powers should call together the most prominent Jews of 
Kurope, to discuss and bring about the removal of the various restrictions and oppres- 
sive laws relating to their persecuted coreligionists, wherever they may be in force. 

By all means, for this would be to permit the air of freedom to be breathed bg every 
one, a right which all men crave, and to which they are fully entitled, in every portion of 
the globe. But, notwithstanding the aspersions, expressed or implied, in Mr. Whites 
article, anti-Semitism can never take root in this country in spite of the various efforts 
which from time to time are made in this direction. 
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An English Jew writes :— 


Jews poor and rich will be grateful for the kindly interest taken in their welfare by 
Mr. Arnold White. The suggested European Congress would have the easiest of tasks in 
solving the problem, which is in reality no problem at all. One sitting would do it. Pass 
and act upon a resolution that henceforward the Jewish population be treated as 
human beings, and the matter would be settled. But while the laws of nature 
combine as at present to be violated by the nations retribution is as 
sure to follow (as, indeed, it has already begun), as in the case of 
private individuals. Not as the “aristocracy of the human race,” nor as descen- 
dants of the Jewish Saviour of the World, do we urge our rightful claims, but as a 
portion of the inhabitants of the world, having the right to live upon it in the same way 
as our fellow-men, do we ask for permission to exercise our callings and to earn our livell- 
hood in peace.

every day, urging and restraining kings, 
holding national movements in the hollows 
of their hands, controlling the world’s finance 
and becoming, by no means gradually, the 
holders of all the publie opinion the world 
has at its disposal Who, in the last analysis, 
prevented England from picking a quarrel 
with France? The newspaper proprietors. 
Who compelled Germany to stand out before 
Europe in its true colours by publishing 
broadcast a certain telegram’? The news- 
paper proprietors. Sinee the fall of Jabez 
Balfour there is hardly any where that fortunes 
are being realised except by newspaper pro- 
prietors in the City of London. It would be 
safe to say that three ont of four offices in 
Fleet Street and the Strand are owned by 
newspaper proprietors, and three out of 
four tenants are newspaper proprietors’ char- 
women. Newspaper ownership and influence 
in the foreign press are less remarkable, but 
are evident, Society in the great capitals of 
the world—Berlin perhaps less than the rest 
—blazes through the wealth of the Press 
Glance at the stalls of a fashionab’e London 
theatre on a first night, and you will be 
struck with the prominence of the Press 
Turn into the shop of a fashionable trades- 
man, and you will not need to be told that 
accounts in contra for advertisements (in one 
form or another) render the newspaper pro- 
prietors bis best customers.

And ali these journalists are 
multiplying as if they were made of the same 
clay as newspaper proprietors. And what 
does one class of journalist— for newspaper 
proprietors are proud to call themselves such 
—do for the other? With rare exceptions, 
nothing. The Morning Advertiser is a kind 
friend tothe poor journalist—a wd of that 
journal is to be seen at almost any bar, The 
Daily Chronicle proprietors, for whom fellow 
newspapers have no love, makes heroic efforts 
to stem the torrent of growing misery, and 
with splendid generosity takes care to print 
many a contribution that. would be rejected 
elsewhere. One of the journals under the 
same proprietorship is virtually devoting its 
million circulation—gained without ostenta- 
tion—to the same end if the public will stand 
it. But what of the rest? A cheque for 
charity whenever it is wanted, of course, but 
that is all.

The ‘‘Eversiey’’ Bible. 


Many as are the editions of the Bible in English, it has been reserved for 
Messrs. Macmillan to give us the Bible as a beautiful modern book. Their 
Eversley series has been enriched by the first of the eight volumes in which, 
under the editorship of Mr. J. W. Mackail, we at last have the Bible perfectly 
printed, truly punctuated, and freed from awkward italics and other obsta- 
cles to‘one’s comfort and trials to one’s patience. The Revised Version did not 
altogether fulfil these conditions. First, the type used was mostly too small and 
the width of the column and size of the page inconvenient ; secondly, italics 
were not entirely abandoned; thirdly, the paragraphing was insufficient ; 
finally, no signs of quotation were employed in passages where “speeches” are 
directly quoted. The Eversley edition only in one—that it must be admitted 
an important—feature falls below the Revised Version, and that feature is 
scholarship. Mr. Mackail has reprinted the Authorised Version. Such mis- 
translations as modern knowledge has corrected are therefore here retained. 
Yet the headings of chapters, and the printing of every verse as a separate 
entity—which were the chief objections to the Authorised Version from a 
scholarly point of view—have been omitted, and it cannot be denied that there 
is some justification for retaining the older translation. Mr. Mackail says :— 

Before the Revised Version appeared it was anticipated in many quarters that it 
would gradually but certainly supersede the Authorised Version, and make it practically 
ubsolete after a generation. The event is turning out far otherwise. The position of the 
Authorised Version has never been for a moment insecure If it has suffered at all, it 
has only suffered from too undiscriminating a veneration, and from a consequent neglect 
uf some of those little cares which are anxiously bestowed on works of inferior intrinsic 
merit. With no less reverent hands,in no spirit of restoration, it is now presented 
afresh cleared of some superficial encumbrances, as one might brush away from some 
great picture the dust that has. gathered on its surface in the long passage of the years. 

This is finely said, and were it not that the Authorised Version is a fransla- 
‘and not an independent piece of literature, Mr. Mackail’s position would be 
unassailable, But surely the first merit in a translation is accuracy, and, judged by 
that standard, the Revised Version is so immeasurably superior to the Authorised 
Version, that when in good time a further revision of the Revised Version is made 
—the revision to take the lines of a return to the rhythm of the Authorised: Ver- 
sion, and of further progress in the direction admirably set by Mr. Mackail, but 
with regard also to fidelity to the Hebrew and Greek originals—then with all our 
devotion to the hallowed Version which our hearts have authorised, it must 
necessarily be superseded in the esteem of the general! public, as it has already 


become superseded in the esteem of scholars by the present Revised Version. 


_ Mr. Mackail’s brilliant introduction is a noteworthy addition to the 
history of the Authorised: Version. If he says nothing strikingly new, he 
always says the old things strikingly. He shows how the ordinary method of 
printing the Authorised Version has “ministered to a slovenly, mechanical, 
unintelligent reading of the Bible.” Moreover, “it thwarts the sequence of 
thought, the evolution of argument, and the incomparable rhythm of the 
periods.” How impossible it is for the translator to avoid being also acommen- 
tator, is seen from these absolutely accurate remarks of Mr. Mackail :— 

Where the division into verses corresponds with the natural divisions of rhythm 
and substance, as in the purely poetical books, or in passages of straigthforward narrative, 
it is not only defensible, but of obvious propriety. But in passages of intricate modu- 
ep of sustained argument, or of complex poetical structure, it is very often merely in 

way,” 

No Jewish writer would cavil at this assertion, for our Hebrew Bibles are 
already divided into paragraphs, though unfortunately the division into verses 
also has found its way into the printed Bibles, but not into the written Scrolls 
used in the synagogue. But it is obvious that to divide the translation into 
paragraphs, one must have made, as a preliminary, a thorough exegesis. How 
far does Mr, Mackail show evidence of this qualification? I have tested the

A Manual of Egyptian Mythology. 


Dr. Wiedemann’s “ Religion of the Ancient Egyptians” (Grevel and Co.) 1s 
a characteristic piece of German scholarship, It is practically a manual of 
Egyptian mythology, and Dr. Wiedemann has laid under contribution the best 
work of Le Page Renouf, Tiele, Kh. Meyer, Brugsch, Maspero and Flinders 
Petrie. But, asis well known, Wiedemann himself is an intrepid explorer in the 
tangled jungle of Egyptian mythology and religion—especially as regards the 
Doctrine of Immortality—and his chapter. on che “ Osirian Doctrine of [mmor- 
tality” is very valuable. The section entitled “ Osiris and his Cycle,” is a little 
disappointing, as Wiedemann fails to establish the remarkable connec- 
tion existing between the mythology and astronomy of the 
Egyptians, and scarcely does justice to the astronomical _ signifi- 
cance of the lunar-god “Thoth.” It may be, however, that the author 
thought that such considerations were outside the scope of his volume as, in his 
preface, he states that he does not wish to enter into any discussion of current 
hypotheses as to the inner significance and origin of the Egyptian religion nor 
yet to propound any ideas of his own on the subject, His aim, however, has 
been less ambitious than his result. Dr. Wiedemann has produced a stimulating, 
suggestive and scholarly work which does not sacrifice interest to the tender 
mercies of pedantry. The English translation is good and the numerous 
illustrations are excellent. X, 


‘‘A Badly Drawn Jewish Family.” 


The Jew in fiction must be of somewhat pronounced tendencies, else it is 
rather difficult to account for his marked introduction as an Israelite in the 
modern novel, but in Mr. Stanley Makower’s novel “ Cecilia” we have a family 
of racial Jews who in many respects are altogether unlike our people as we 
know them. There is only one thing to be said, that in a volume where no 
single character claims our admiration or our sympathy they are distinctly better 
than some of the others, while Albert Stern, who becomes the husband of the 
beautiful spoilt Cecilia, deserves least of all the shabby treatment he receives at 
the hands of fate. | : 

Old Stern having made money by a patent coffee machine has a 
magnificent villa at Cannes, and expends his money in “luxuries which it 
required the imagination of a Jew to invent.” and it is difficult to reconcile his 
costly mode of living with the oft-repeated description of the “ red skull cap” 
he invariably wore, his thick, greasy, black curls straggling over his collar, and 
“tiny specks of scurf upon the back of his coat,” which latter elegant detail 
appears more than once. Mrs, Stern is still harder to realise, The pretty daughter 
of ‘a well-known Frankfort banker, “she had never quite forgiven her sons 
for not being daughters ; she was crushed by the presence of three men whose 
creed it was to thank God that they were not born women,” Elsewhere it is 
mentioned that though her character and temperament were unquestionably the 
product of her race, she was frankly un-Semitic in her opinions, and indeed 
secretly believed herself to be a Christian, 


elder, a melancholy dreamer, “crushed with that sense of the vanity of all 
things ,which is born in so many of the Jewish people,” “ he was very self- 
conscious and knew that he was ugly—a violent type of Judaism, a mark for the 
scorn of the Gentile,” and so on. At any rate, he is a blameless young man with 
high ideals. and deserves pity for the way in which he is treated by his wife 
Cecilia. The last Jewish-Christian scene is the wedding of Albert and Cecilia 
at Lancaster Gate, where half the guests are Maida Vale Jews and where one

From this 
point the Jewish element is lost, and it is difficult to see that the story derives 
any advantage or marked characterisation from its introduction, no single item 
in the slender plot depending upon the inaccurately-sketched Jews and 
Jewesses, | 


Mr. Laurie Magnus on Wordsworth. 


Mr. Magnus’s “ Primer of Wordsworth ” (Methuen) is a critical essay on the 
poet, well adapted for use as a text-book for students, and at the same time 
interesting to all lovers of poetry. It appears opportunely when all the world 
is interested in the memoirs of the poet who was the heir and the interpreter 
of Wordsworth’s wisdom. Mr. Magnus does well to insist on the philosophica! 
value and moral weight of the Laureate who preceded Tennyson. The leader 
of the Lake School prepared himself by a severe course of study and introspec- 
tion to be a prophet to his brethren. Though he wrote so copiously, and with 
such seeming simplicity, every word was weighed, every line had undergone 
revision, and some works were kept by him receiving constantly 
his improving touches, for many years, far longer than the nine 
prescribed by Horace. The absence of poetical ornament was often caused not 
by its not having presented itself, but because it had been ruthlessly rejected or 
cut away in order that the substance and sense of the poet's teaching should 
appear. Mr. Magnus quotes an example in which this self-denying ordinance 
of a philosopher who could not choose but speak also as a seer was carried into 
a ridiculous mistake. We nearly lost those inimitable lines :— 

And add the gleam, 
The light that never was, on sea or land, 
The consecration and the poet’s dream. 


‘They stood thus in 1805, but the poet re-wrote them in 1820, removed what he 


himself thought their “ meretricious adjuncts” and substituted a scholiast’s 
gloss for the deathless phrase which had sprung from the unconscious working 
of his brain. In 1832 wiser counsels restored the text as we know it. 


Mr. Magnus does justice to the deep religious sentiment which inspired 
this poet of nature. For him love and immortality conquer and transfigure the 
accidentsof fate. His Ode to Duty, says Mr. Magnus, “ reads like one of the 
sterner passages of Old Testament prophecy. He sees the Universe obeying 
the law of order, and finding in that obedience true happiness and freedom, 
and turns, with the humility of proven weakness, to supplicate the same 
control : 

Me this unchartered freedom tires, 

I feel the weight of chance-desires, 

My hopes no more must change their name, 
I long for a repose that ever is the same. 

“Tt is like Israel, turning from following the desire of his eyes in which he 
was led astray ; and like Israel’s God, Duty, ‘stern daughter of the Voice of 
God,’ takes—for those who repent their transgression—the meed of her Father's 
yrace : 

Nor know we anything so fair 
As is the smile upon Thy face ; 
K lowers laugh befure Thee on their beds, 
And fragrance in Thy footing treads ; 
Thou dost preserve the stars from wrong, 
And the most ancient heavens, through Thee, are fresh and strong.” 


The author of this essay has the courage and good sense not to praise 
everything indiscriminately that his hero wrote. With similar sincerity we 
may remark that when he draws an instructive contrast between the poet in 
youth and in his maturity it is an error to distract the attention by a punning 
antithesis between God and Godwin. But for some this will be the finest 
passage, and it has at least the merit of impressing a biographical fact upon 
the mind. In his bibliography at the end Mr. Magnus is able to mention 
another Jewish student of Wordsworth in Mr. I. Gollancz, who has edited 
“The Prelude,”
